STRIKES THREATEN 1 
TO SLOW JAP WAR

Strikes by almost 50.000 work­ 
ers, keeping them aw'ay from their 
jobs of building Superfortress en­ 
gines or parts, threaten to halt the 
B-29 atacks on Japan, say s acting 
Secretary of War Patterson, and 
should be ended immediately . 
Patterson’s warning to the 30.000 
strikers at five plants of the Wright ; 
Aeronautical Corporation in New ; 
Jersey to approximately 20.000 at i 
the Chry sler 
Corporation’s 
huge 
Dodge-Chicago plant 
came 
last 
night as production of the bomber 
j 
engines was at a virtual standstill. 
“These two plants manufacture 
four-fifths of all B-29 engines," 
Patterson said in Washington. “The 
supply of those engines is so short 
that the B-29 attacks on Japan w ill 
be reduced within a matter of day s 
if these strikes continue. That will 
mean an unnecessary prolongation 
of the war. 
“The entire Japanese Empire has 
been unable to stop the heavy B- 
29 attacks on Japanese war indus­ 
tries.” Patterson said in his state­ 
ment, but he added that the strikes 
in Chicago and New Jersey “will 
stop those attacks unless the strikes 
are terminated at once.”

However, grapejuice, orange and 
grapefruit blends, tomato catsup 
and chili sauce will require fewer 
points. 
These are the only changes for 
the period except that a No. 10 
can of corn (6 pounds, 10 ounces) 
will require 130 instead of 100 
points. 
These big cans are sold 
chiefly to hotels and restaurants.

to a prisoner 
of war camp 
when the collision occurred. 
"We were switched onto a sid­ 
ing," 
Johnson said. “Then the 
German engineer uncoupled the 
locomotive 
and

away , 
down the tracks. He opened his 
throttle 
and 
came 
back fast, 
ramming the cars we were in. 
“My leg had healed and I was 
able to walk with a cane, but it 
was 
broken again in the crash 
Many other Americans were hurt 
too.”

wrought him to power and in fact 
ias m ark ed his whole adventurous 
life, for as his governm ent was be- 
■ng voted

existence 
he 
ugned the historic Allied ultim a­ 
tum of Potsdam, calling on Japan 
’.o surrender 
unconditionally 
or 
» uffer “prompt and utter destruc­ 
tion.*’ 
T hat was a fitting farewell ges- 
*ure for a gallant w arrior—one of 
the great figures in English his- 
ory —who has had so great a part 
‘n saving the world from Axis 
slavery . This edict, which in e l­ 
ect renews Britain’s 
pledge 
to 
wage w ar against Nippon to the 
Imish, of course had the approval 
of the new prime minister, Major 
Clement Attlee, who has been a t­ 
tending the Big Three conference 
as Churchill’s 
“deputy .” 
Attlee 
say s England will see it through. 
T he big 
question 
in 
Ja pa n’s 
mind, and in the 
m inds 
of 
the 
Allied publics, is w hat General 
issimo Stalin say s—if any thing— 
ubout it. Is he prepared to help 
America, Britain and China e n­ 
force this ultim atum , 
or 
is 
he 
standing one side? I think Tok y o 
has a right to fear that he gave 
the grim notice his blessings. 
Labor's trium ph in the British 
general election isn’t a rebuk e to 
Churchill—for the country rever- 
erees him as the m an who led 
them out of the wilderness of d e­ 
feat. R ather it’s a repudiation of 
the Conservative party and repre­ 
sents a heavy swing to the left. 
The Leftist development in Eng­ 
land isn’t 
new, 
although 
there 
have been those who refused to see 
it. This column has been pointing 
to it consistently since 19 42. H ow ­ 
ever, as 1 rem ark ed y esterday , we 
shouldn’t m isunderstand the m ean­ 
ing of this trend, for it has little 
to do with long-haired intellec­ 
tual Socialism. It isnt revolution­ 
ary but evolutionary —a 
gradual 
developm ent 
arising 
from 
the 
search of the w ork ing class for a 
better way of life. One would e x­ 
pect it to progress without fire­ 
work s. 
T he Labor party aims at “a So­ 
cialist Commonwealth 
of 
G reat 
B ritain.” This contemplates as an 
Initial step the nationalization of 
coal mines, iron and steel plants, 
railroads and all -the r forms of 
public transportation. Public ow n­ 
ership of the Bank of England 
also is advocated. 
Of course this presages a great 
change in England’s domestic pol­ 
icies. It means further break ing up 
of the vast estates of the landed 


gentry . It means an acceleration 
of the leveling off of incomes. The 
England of Queen 
Victoria 
has 
gone forever. 
However, while we may expect 
a big change domestically , Brit­ 
ain’s foreign policy is lik ely to re ­ 
main broadly the same. Britain’s 
commitments, such as those relat­ 
ing to the Japanese w ar and the 
rehabilitation of Europe, will be 
carried out in full. 
There’s one qualification which 
I think we should m ak e here. The 
Laborites 
undoubtedly 
will 
do 
their utmost to shak e off the tra ­ 
dition of 
imperialism

Attlee has been a Laborite since 
the birth of the party . He is the 
son of a London lawy er and is a 
graduate of Oxford. He also studied 
law but deserted that for social 
work . He went to live on Lon­ 
don’s poverty ridden east side, and 
earned a living as a dock work er. 
The constituency which returned 
him to Commons is Limehouse, lo­ 
cale of some of the world’s most 
famous my stery stories.
